XTRAORDINARY Gazettes, or 
Accounts of Occurrences pub- 
lifhed by Authority, during the 
late War, fervd as fo many 
Cordials to animate and infpirit 
the People ; to give them juft 
Ideas as to the Succefs of their 
Arms abroad; and true Notions 
of the Sincerity and Vigilance of their Adminiftra- 
tion at home. They were but fparingly adminif- 
fered, and‘ the greateft Care was taken that nothing 
fhould be inferted in fuch Papers but what was 
ftritly agreeable to Truth, and fourtd to be veri- 
fy’d by the Event : Nay, fuch was the Modefty of 
the great Duke of Marlbsrough and our Secretaries, 
that their Relations fell often fhort of the Glory 
and Advantages gain’d in a Campaign. 

The celebrated Letter from the Village near 
D- n was, I think, the firft Specimen of this 
Way of Writing we have had fince the Com- 
mencement of the prefent War either with Spain 
or France. It was a little unfortunate indeed, that 
as the Fr---b were the Aggreffors (a fhrewd Inti- 
mation we had no mind to be fo) our Courage was 
little more than Paffive ; and, in plain Terms, we 
hilld the French, Lecaufe otherwife they would have 
hill’d us: For thefe Reafons, there was but little 
room for any Embellifhment of Style; tho’, upon 
the Whole, the Modefty, Concifenefs, and Vera- 
city fo confpicuous in that Relation, makes it juft- 
ly to be efteem’d a Mafter-piece in that Way of 
Writing. The remaining Part of that famous Cam- 
paign did not, ’tis true, afford fuch ample Matter of 
Triumph ; for: the French retir’d, and our Army 
advane’d with all the Shew of Refolution, to drive 
‘hem not only from their Pofts but their Poffeffions ; 
yet when Viétory, like mellow Fruit, was juft 
dropping into our Mouths, we were obliged to turn 
away the Head; and bravely to run from an Ene- 
my which, by all our own Accounts, was both baffled 
and inglorious, 

Various Reafons were affign’d for this Condu& ; 
that generally receiv’d was the pacific Orders of a 
certain General who was at the Head of the D---4, 
and who was inftruéted not to aét in Conjunction 
with the Allies, but in a neutral or feparate Ca- 
pacity. “hus two Opportunities which we had for 
entirely-ruining the Power of France were loft ; 
the firit thro’ the Cowardice of our Mercenaries, 
the fecond thro’ the Caution of our Allies: But can 
any Man of common Senfe imagine that ifthe D——. 
had betray’d us at that-critical, that irrevocably ad- 
Vantagcous Juncture, our A n would ftill have 
been blind to the Principles upon which they 
acted ; that it would have plung’d the Nation into 
anexpenfive War, meerly upon the Confidence of 
their taking the fame Share in it that we do; that 
it would have continued to have given the Public 
the ftrongeft, the moft facred Affuranees that they 
Were ready to aét towards us with good Faith, 
and upon the Footing of the !aft great Confederacy ? 
I fay, if that People betray’d us at that Juncture, 

rom whence could oar Hopes arife that they would 
lerve us at any other? 

We have had, within thefe three Months, three 
other very extraordinary Pieces of authentic Intel- 
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‘gence 5 the firft of an intended Invafion by the | Fidelity of many Perfans, and of the Clergy, to form 


French, which refted upon ocular and auricular In- 
formation; but both Eyes and Ears were remov’d 
to fuch a Diftance from what they either heard or 
faw, that, {peaking upon the Rules of moral Cer- 
tainty, they could be faid to hear and fee nothing. 
But of this we have already taken Notice. 

The next authentic Intelligence we had by an 
extraordinary Channel, was of a Sea Fight, but 
fuch a Sea Fight as, I believy, was never parallel’d 
in Hiftory, for both Sides fought, and both run 
away; both had the Better, and both had the 
Worft : However, upon the Whole, thro’ all the 
boaftful Colours in which it was reprefented, the 
Public is now convine’d, that to the Scandal of the 
E——/b Glory, our National Chara€ter, was that 
Day facrific’d, and, to the Shame of her J——ce, 
the Delinquents are likely to efcape unpunifh’d, nay 
untry’d, 

The laft exquifite Cordial adminiftred thro’ the 
fame extraordinary Channel, was of a triple Com- 
pofition, informing us of Prince Charles’s pafling 
the Rhine, of Monfieur Chetardie’s Difgrace, and 
of the Advantages gain’d by our Allies in Jtaly. 
As to the former, I fhall be far from difcrediting 
the Glory due to fo great an Action ; but what 1s 
it to us without the following Cuvntfiderations : 
Firft, that P---ce C----es is ftroug enough to fpare 
as many Troops from his yiétorious Army as may 
deliver ours from their prefent deplorable, and al- 
moft defperate Situation: Secondly, That fuch a 
Detachment be able to march time enough to our 
Affiftance: And, La/fly, That he hath brought o- 
ver with him (which is on all Hand: admitted he 
has not) a fufficient Train of Artillery for taking 
fuch Places and Pofts from the French as may ena- 
ble him to preferve his Footing where he is, and 
effectually annoy the Lneiny in the Heart of her 
Country, the only Method in which, by fatal Ex- 
perience, we find we fhall ever be able ‘to humble 
France. ‘hele are afew of many Confiderations 
which fuggeft themfelves, by which we can be 
enabled to determine whether this Paflage is of 
fuch Confequence to E d as to claim a Place 
in one of our extraordinary Gazettes. 

As to the fecond Particular, that of Monf. 
Chetardie’s Difgrace, 1 humbly conceive, it was 
of no more Importance to the People of G———t 
B n, than the Difgrace of one of her Ruffian 
Majefty’s Lap-Dogs: Nay, if I miftake not, the 
very Paragraph in which this Intelligence is con- 
vey’d, imports fo much. Monfieur Chetardie was 
not difgrac’d in Quality of a public Minifter; but 
becaufe he had prov’d himfelf to be a pragmatical 
foolith Puppy ; fnarling at fome, fawning upon o- 
thers, but drrtying every Body, Such is the Idea 
which our own Hews Papers, ‘even thofe of the 
beft Authority, gave us of this Intriguer ; and we 
find, by the fame Paragraph, that his perfonal Dif- 
grace was in no way to affeét (but, on the contrary, 
that it fhould ftrengthen) any political Conneétions 
now fubfifting betwixt France and Ruffia. 

To be convine’d of all this, we need only look 
into the Refcript, faid to be tent by her Ra——» 
M———-y to her Minifter at foreign Courts, 
wherein the fays, That the Marquis de la Chetardie 
having refided asa * -pppoamg Perfon, and without any 
public Charaéter, did not deferve the Regard due to 
the Minifter of crown'd Heads. That what he bad 
done was certainly without Order from the King his 











Majfter. That he had endeavoured to corrupt the 


a Party to himfelf, and to overthrow the Mini/iry, 
with fome other Charges of the like Nature: “Then 
follows his Cenfure, which, confidering he was but 
a private Perfon, is of the mildeft Nature, efpe- 
cially when we reflect that in a Paragraph of a 
Letter dated from Adofcow and printed here, we 
are inform’d that his Confpiracy was not only ta 
dethrone, but to affaffinate her Imperial Maje/ly of 
all the Ruffias, which, continues the Letter Writer, 
makes the Lenity of her Proceeding again/t him the 
more remarkable, we may add, ¢/pecially at a Rut- 
fian Court. The fame Refcript goes on to mention, 
that her Ruffian Majefly being perfuaded that Che- 
tardie’s Behavious was without the Orders, and con- 
trary to the Intentions of the King his Ma/ler, hath 
not any Intention, in the leaft, to diminijh the Friends 
Srp that fubfifis betwixt her and bis Majefly, the 
King of France, for the Fault which one of his Sub- 
jects hath committed ; but, on the contrary, that jhe 
will take a Pleafure IN CULTIVATING THAT 
FRIENDSHIP MORE AND MORE. 

But the Defign of fuch a Piece of Intelligence 
will be more plain ftill, when we reflect on our 
being told, fome Time ago, that Chetardie’s ttay- 
ing in Rufia in his private Charaéter had given fo 
much Umbrage to the prevailing Party in the 
French Councils, that no Pains would be fpar’d to 
work his Difgrace at both Courts, and farther 
that he remain’d only becaufe his Vanity had flat- 
ter’d himfelf with a great perfonal Intercft in the 
C——na, which he hoped would make him of Im- 
portance enough with hts own Court as that he 
fhould be able to keep his Footing there againft all 
his Enemies. If thefe are Faéts, in what a Licht 
muft we behold the difperfing, with fuch Airs of 
Triumph, fuch Pieces of Intelligence? But fup- 
poling they are not Facts; how can, or how does 
the Diigrace of a private French Gentleman affect 
the Intereft of Great Britain, or of her Enemies ? 
Before the Public can be brought to believe that it 
does, it ought to have received a full and clear De- 
tection, by Authority, that M. Chetardie refided at 
the Court of Rufia by Order from his Court, 
that he had by the faine Order refign’d Lis public 
Character that he might be enabled the more ef- 
fectually to carry on the Intriegues of his Court. 
But as nothing of this Kind appears; as he was 
difgrac’d meerly in the Capacity of a private Per- 
fon ; and as his Difgrace was no way to extend 
farther than his own Perfon, I fhould be glad to 
know by what Means this Piece of Intelligence can 
be faid to deferve the public Attention, and to be 
ufher’d into the World by fuch Triumph. 

Let us next throw our Eyes upon the la{t Branch 
of extraordinary Information, I mean the Advan- 
tages gain’d in Jtaly by our Allies. I fhall not 
here do what might perhaps be done with great 
Juftice, queftion the Veracity of the Relation; 
fhall only take Notice of the Confequences of the 
Fac. Mave we found that Prince Lobhowitz 
has been yet able to drive the Enemy from their 
ftrong Situation at Veletri? Has he been able to 
retake one important Poft which, from a Confi- 
dence of Viétory, and of an Infursection, in his Fa- 
vour, amongft the Neapolitans, he had abandon’d ? 
Has any fuch Difpofitions appear’d amongft the In- 
habitants, excepting in one or two tnftances, too in- 
confiderable to have a Place formerly even in a Far- 
thing Poft ; but now doing Credit to the profound 
Penetration of.our M---rs ina G-- tte? Have we 
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8 thofe prodigivu. Numbers of Deferter 

vour authentic News Papers iwform us, every 
Poit, come over to the 4 s/frians; and which in tie 
W hole, within thefe Pwelve Months, if truce, amount 
to upwards of fifty thoufand Men, a greater Nuin- 
ber than the Whole confiftted of ? Has the K--g 
of Sa been able td recover his patrimonial 
Hatate, to clear bus Country fiom hi, Enemies, ot 
effectually to ftop their future Progrefs into /taly? 
It nothing. of this Kind has happened, we fhall 
leave the World to judge to what Straits fome Peo- 
ple are reduced, to fave the leaft Appearances with 
the Public, which is generally and juftly now dif- 
gulted with their A———n. 

Having taken Notice of the extraordinary Tri- 
umphs which proceed from one Oi--ce, let us now 
beftow a Word or two of Reflection upon the 
Puff, which are diurnally iffucd trom another. We 
are told of mighty Captures that have been made 
fice the Commencement of our War with rance, 
and ot the great Care taken to protedct our ‘Trade 
and to diftreis our Lnemies. But, with Submufhon, 
1 thould be glad to know from whence fuch nume- 
rous Captures proc ced, but from the very exteniive 
Prade wiich the French have acquired thro’ the 
Inactivity and Indolence of our G-——. In the 
next Place, it may be extremely well worth while 
to ballance our Accounts upon the Whole. The 
Ships that have hitherto beea ferz’d, were moft, or 
all of them, homewards bound, and had lete their 
Ports before they could hear of the Declaration of 
War; this Succes, therefore, isonly a lucky Hit, and 
can continue no longer than the Freach thall bea hittle 
more upon thew Guard, and their Government be 
able to provide their trading Veilels in: proper Con- 
voys, which, if this War continues but a very licele 
‘Tune, they can eafily do, We are likewile to con- 
fider that, fuppofing France to have fuffer’d more 
than fhe has done, yet fhe is not all the Money out, 
nor ate we all the Moncey mm Pocket. For the 
Captures are generally laded with Bale Goods, 
which becoming, when taken, the Property of a 
great many private Perfons mutt, at any Rate, be 
fold here, or in our Plantations, tor their Profit. 
Now does not every Man of common Under ftand- 
ing perceive, does not every Manufacturer of any 
Dealing begin to feel, thac fueh a Number of 
French Goods, bought at low Prices, and con- 
fumed in this Country, « ¢ beginning to affect the 
Confumption of our Brityh Manutactures? T would 
not from this infinuate that it is not right to take 
Freie) Ships, of every Kind, when they fall in 
our Way; but we are not to deceive our felves in 
imayining, thefe Captures to be of tuch infinite Ad- 
vantage to» this Nation as they ate reprefented, 
For, betides the Inconveniency I have already hinted, 
it is notorious that eighty of every hundred Pound 
of the Captures we make is entur’d, and repaid 
by our Companies and Underwriters here: So that 
I avain fay, when the National and private Lofles 
are computed, we have no fuch mighty Matter as 
we imagine for Triumph, 

But to fpeak more in General, let us ballance 
the Accounts ot our Advantages by Sea, with that 
of the Expences we are ineffectually and unpoliticly 
at by Land, we may venture to pronounce that 
they don’t weigh in the Scales, in the Proportion of 
a Penny toa Pound.

FOREIGN AFFATIRS 
ITALY. 

Turin, ‘fune 27. An Exprefs is arriv'’d with 
Advice, that the Enemy had abandoned Sofpello 
and Breglio, and repafled the Varo, and that a 
large Detachment of our ‘Troops had attacked their 
Rear-Guard. Our Army is alfo marching towards 
Saluces, where the Combined Army feems defigned 
to attempt a Paflage into Piedmont, and is actually 
marching in two Columns towards Brianfon, having 
left only two Battalions and three Squadrons at 
Nice and Villa Franca. 

Florence, July 7: We hear from Rome, that 
M. de Gages having had Advice that Count Go- 
rani was at Avenzano with a fmall Detachment, 





being arriv’d at Corzoli, the Peafants in the Au- 
itriai Intcreft gave iminediate Advice thereof to 
Count Gorani, and jointly with him fet upon the 
Spaniards and beat them, killing forty Men, taking 
twenty-four Prifoners, and forty Horfes, with two 
Huflars Deferters, who were conducted to the Ar- 
my of Prince Lobkowitz, who is erecting a Ma- 
guzine at ‘Tivoli, with Detign, as is fuppofed, to 
fend a ftrong Reinforcement to M. Gorani, in 
order to enable him to make farther Progrefles in 
the Abruzza. 
GERMAN  Y. 

Manheim, July 14. General Bernclau, who 
join’d the Auftrian Army at Lauterbourg the 8th 
Inftant, was order’d by Prince Charles directly to 
Fort Louis. whither the Prince of Efterhafi went 
two Days before. Count Nadafti is advanced to- 
wards Haguenau, and ’tis thought Prince Charles 
will go and fupport him, in order to give Battle to 
Marfhal Coigny, if he ftands his Ground. Every 
thing here is in continual Motion, and the Defer- 
tion among the French was never fo great as it is 
now, fince two or 300 arrive fome Days at the 
Auftrian Camp. 


PORT NEWS. 

Plymouth, Fuly 13. The Recovery Privateer, 
Capt. Mark Anderion, has this Day fent in here 
a brigantine from St. Sebaftian’s, bound to Dun- 
kirk, laden with Wine, Rum, &c. The Ship’s 
Name is the St. Antonio of Lisbon, Capt. Navie 
Gunes. Laft Tuefday Night twenty-five French 
Priioners broke out of Piifon, and got on board 
Mr. Pentyeft’s Yatcht, and fail’d direétly for

They write from Calais of the 25th of July 
N. S. by Monday’s French Mail, that Prince 
Charles of Lorrain had kill’d 800 French, and 
taken Pofleffion of Fort Louis, which Place is-of 
the utmoft Importance to the Auftrians, as it fe. 
cures to them a free Paflage over the Rhine, 

They had alfo Advice from Flanders, that Count 
de Saxe, who commands the French Army there, 
had pafs’d the Lis, and intended to intrench himfelf 
under Maubeuge. 

Monday Morning Sir John Balchen fet out for 
Port{mouth, to take on him the Command of the 
Squadron order’d ior Channel Service. 

Lait Sunday four Dutch Men of War, part of 
the twenty expected from Holland, arriv’d off 
Margate, with feven Merchant-Ships from Am- 
fterdam under Convoy. 

They write from Bourdeaux, that the Vulture 
Privateer of Briftol, Capt. Lovidge, had taken a 
French Ship from St. Domingo, valued at 15,000], 
and had her in Poffeffion four or five Days in her 
Way home; but on the 5th inftant was attack’d 
by a Privateer from Bayonne, of 20 Guns and 
190 Men, who, after an Engagement of four 
Hours, took the Vulture and her Prize. The 
Frenchman had a great many kill’d and wounded, 
and recciv’d nine Shot between Wind and Water ; 
and when he (the French Captain) arriv’d at Bay- 
onne, own’d, that had the Vulture given but one 
Broadfide more, he muft have ftruck himfelf, be- 
ing fo much difabled. 

The Prince of Orange, Capt. Smith, from Dant- 
zick for London, with the Indian Queen, Capt. 
Fergufon, from Aberdeen, bound for Hamburgh, 
are both taken by a French Privateer of great 
Force, and carried into Dunkirk. 

The Greyhound Privateer, Pitten, has taken a 
French Ship of 100 Tons, bound to Newfound- 
land, and carried her into Guernfey. 

The Union, Capt. Payne, from Carolina, is taken 
by the Spaniards, and carried into Bilboa. 

We are inform’d from Southampton, that the 
Elizabeth, of and for Jerfey, John Meflervy, 
Matter, fail’d from thence the 17th ult. for the 
faid Ifland, and in her Paflage on the 28th was 
chas’d by the Augufta Privateer, Capt. Elias Le 
Gros, and brought too near the Ifland of Alderney, 
but before the Mafter of the Elizabeth difcover'd 
the Augufta to be an Englifh Privateer, he threw 
over-board feveral Packets of Letters defign’d for 
the faid Ifland ; therefore the Merchants and othets, 
who fent Letters for that Ifland before the 17th of 
June, may, if they receive no Aniwer, conclude 
them loft by this Accident. 

On Saturday the Lords of the Admiralty were 
pleas’d to grant the farther Leave of fourteen Days 
to the Company of his Majefty’s Ship the Cen- 
turion,
